*Tisa great pit} that very florid and very 
‘entimentai fet of authors have not foinething 
like -<oinmon fenfe and found argument to 
upport any of thole fpecious politions, which 
we find them fo ready to affert. If power and 
profperity are fuch dangerous enemies to a 
Hate, it mult neceMarily tullow chat infeeurity 
and diftreis, the oppoktes of thofe biefliags, 
are the greateit of its fnends ; and that there 
is no way to fave us from ruin but by being 
a>folutely deftroved. Wrretchedneis and po 
verty muft, at this ratey be the criterion of 
national happinels ; and if affluence and fecu- 
rity are fo much to be dreaded, the miferable 
natives of Scorland muft be the moft fortunate 
fet of people alive. The prudent and philofe- 
phical OnnameENT of the Higdlands indeed 
feems to be periect!y of opinion thar there is 
no way of confulting our happinefs, unlefs 
our intereft.is attackeds and, thanks-to the 
indefatigable zeal of this patriotic nobleman, 
as far as he could, our fecuiity has been pro- 
moted ; for, in every department of govern- 
ment, fince his acceffion to power, the wel- 
fare of THIS kingdom, has met with a moft 
Jaudable negie&t. it were to be withed, that 
the fame method taken to advance the Neppi 
nef of all wuc-barn Englifhmea, was obferv- 


The firk of thefe arguments is erected upon- 
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ed to confult the advan of the Scetch; for, 
during the prefent adminiftration, every means 
to ruin thefe brave, loyal, and affectionate 
people has been tried, by raifing them to ho- 
nours, and lifting them to place. 

This terrible apprehenfion of growing too 
powerful or becoming too rich, is to be fure 
a very alarming circumftance. In the name

Luxu- 
ry—ftuft | fo far from being an enemy, "tis an 
advantage toa flate; it {purs up the members 
of the community to a laudable purfuit of in- 
duftry, and excites an honeft deltre wherever 
we fee a- with for the elegancies of life, to 
come at the neceflary means.— The gradual in- 
creafe of the Enctifh power has no whcre 
enervated the fons of Freedom. Are we nor 
now, as much as hve hundred years ag, equale 
ly warm in the pusluitel honour, and equ illy 
Ub paucng 
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impatient of injuries or difgrace ? la-what one 
circumftance have the pr: {cat period caft a tain 
upon the glorious ancettry from which they are 
derived? The reign of Edward the Third was 
not more glorious for its Audleys, its Salifbu- 
rys, and sts Warwicks, than that of George 
the Sccond for Wolfe’s, its Townatheads, i:s 
Graa>ys, and its Howes; of in what one in- 
‘tance does Rufzl, Dreke, of Blike, foar fu- 
gerior to our Seunders, our Pocuck, our T'yr- 
rel, or our Hawke? 

The ridicuiqus inceniiffency which appears 
ia the arguments of our miniitenal politicians 
would be truly comcemptible, if « was nut c+l- 
culated to impofe upon the credulity of che 
well meaning, and contrived to cat a falfe 
luftze wpon proceedings, which can by no 
means appear to the eye of obfesvation, in any 
thing of a tolerable light. They tcli us that 
had the /Vett-Indian canquefts been detuned, 
we fhould have been too mch, and abfolute- 
ly ruined by the fuperabundance of our wealth ; 
then, infilt that @ was a point of good man- 
agement in the miniftry to give them up. Yet, 
notwicettanding this declaration, they tell us 
the adsnim(lration took every method to make 
ws as great and as rich as poffible: Tho’ u 
was pollible an increafe of riches would be the 
foundation of our ruin, and that our deftructi 
on wou'd incvitably take its rife the moment 
we beheld this terrible increafe.. Rifum tenec- 
tit amici ‘1 fuppofe we thail foon fee an etf- 
fay to prove the neceffity of fetting the bank 
ef England on fire, and have arguments pub- 
lifhed to thew the expedience of living upon 
oatmeal ; together with a pancgyric on Cac 
sech. 

Having thus endeavoured to expofe the fal- 
lacy of this miniftsrial invective againit opu- 
Jence and power, I fhall next proceed to take 
fome notice of the mighty acquifition of terri- 
story which is fo emphatically dwelt upon, by 
the confiftent fet of gentlemen by whom che 
former argument is advanced,

That we have acquired a 
large extent of territory, nobddy will deny, 
but we are to confider, ful of all, how this 
territory isto be proplev, defers we think of 
railing :ts imporzance, or making it of any ac- 
count. Tbe country ceded to us is for the 
mot part totally uncultivated, overrun with 
woods, and deftitute of inhabitants; and ia 
fome places a man migh: trave! a whole month, 
without ever meeting the leait vettige of a hu- 
man foot itep. To fupply it with inhadit ints 
from the mother country is viterly impo ffidle ; 
we are every day in ovr cuacufaatures and our 
commerce complaining of the {cCarcity of inha- 
bitants ourfe!yés, not to take any notce chat 
the territory in quetlion is five temes as large 
as the mother country tticlf. Of what impor- 
tance then can we resionably imagine this ac- 
quiktion, or of what fervice can we fuppofe 
an exten five tract of dominion, whaech there is 
not the alt probaoility of curaing to any ace 
count? But, indeed, the opinion wo <4 the 
Fremoch themfcives entertain of this circuae 
farce, wil fet the whole sffsir in a prety 
clear light. I was Matelv difcourting witha 
Freach men of quality, with whom I have the 
homour of an intimate acquginfence, on this 
fubjcet, and lamenting the tacapacty of the 
Se tch adminiftration, particularly in this very 
point ; when my friend addrefied me in the 
fuilowing mannee : 

** at has betn long acknowledged, Mon- 
* fieur, by the gentlemen of England, and 
“¢ that pretty julily, that we are much Bettc 
< politiciams than themfelves. I fhall deal ve- 
* ry candidly with you in this affir, and 
* give you m} icatiments without camftrajnt 
or difguife. Great a conceffion as yous court 
“© may imagihe the adwinitration of Verfailles 
** have made, in alowing you fo extenfive a 
** range of territory, yet it does not penetrate 
*¢ the ultimate view which we had in mak- 
** ing this cefion, mor forefee one half of the 
“6 éfly it bas been guilty of, in thinking 
** it a compenfation for the return of the va- 
** rious fettlements which you conquered in 
“the Weft Indies. We are very fenfivle, 
* Sir, that you Can never people this country 
“6 fufictently to make it anfwer any tolerable 
** purpefe, without fripping yourleives of all

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~** your ufeful manufaturers and artifans; a 
** proceeding that would inevitably prove fa- 
* tal to the commerce of the mother country, 
** and, in cafe of a rupture with us, of any 
“ other nation, leave ber deftitute of her prin- 
* cipal fecurity anddefenee. Had youretain- 
*s ed ovr iflands, which | muft conf. you 
** had it in your power to do, would have 
es been pollefled of fnug and Cebstetealile fet- 
* tlements, ready peopled to your hand ; 
** rich, powerful, and flourifhing. Our pco- 
** ple, while their religion and property were 
** fecured under your government, could have 
** no inducement to leave thofe ilands ; and

than this fpirit difguifed: Among liqucs, 
I do not know of any vther, that is of fufmoen. 
aciivity to difebarge the foul matter, withou 
being hurtful to the filk: As to powders bow- 
ever fine, and however cautioully uicd, the) 
feratch and weer the gold, which here & only 
fuperficial and of extreme tecuity. 

But though fpirit of wine is the mof inno 
cent material that can be employed for this 
purpofe, it is not in all cafes proper.

As their principal 
View is to carry onthe Linen and Hempen 
Manufacecres, to which they are all well bred, 
doubtie!s they will meet with the good Graces 
ef every truc Friend to this Province, efpecial y 
at this Juncture, when their Encouragement is 
fo abfolutely neceflary ; and it is (aid there are 
many others wha will igeg follow their Jauda- 
die cxample. 


NEWBERN’s REMEMBRANCER: 
Or, Au BSS A¥ -on the Sear of Govern-_ 
MENT. 


MANY and yr remem the Difpates in thic 
nce, with Regard to fixing upon a proper 
P LAC-E foe the Scat of Govrrnment s the Ad- 
miniiiraiion of Governor Jebuflen, this Matter was 
the great Bone of Contention, and Parties-ran very 
high between North and Souta ; but the Northere 
Counties having a Right by their Charter to fend 
Five Members each to che Affembly, and the Sai. . 
thern Counties but Two, the Ballance of Power 
was generally on the Northera.Side: At Length, 
by the great Induftry and unweeried Diligence o/ 
Govern0@ Jebafiom, an Equilibriam was effcAed, 
and a Law pafled for fetcling the,Seat of Govern- 
ment at Newagen ; but as this Law abri!-ed the 
Northern Counties of fome Privileges, A,; ucation 
was made to England for a Pepeal of That. and 
fome other Laws. After feveral Years Sollicica- 
tion, this Mauer was determined in their Faroor, 
and a Repeal of thofe Laws fent over by his Excel- 
leney Antuua Dosss, Efq;. who was ther ap- 
pointed Governor of this Province on the Deazh of 
Wir. Fobnfiex. Upon his Exceliency’s Arrival in 
the Country, the Seat ef Government having been 
before fetried ac Newsetam, and That being the 
Centre of tie Province, He fixed his Refidence 
Tusas. A General Coalition feemed to take 
Place, a Sacrifice feemed to have been made of a!! 
privaze Animofities and Party-Contention, and the 
Streams of Government now fecmed to flow in a 
fmooth and anruied Channel. But the great Mu- 
tability of all Human Aiftirs foon clouded this Se- 
renety! Newédcrn did not agree with some Con- 
fiitutions ; the A:r apd Water were jedged conta- 
gious ; the Gentlemen of the Faculty were com/is 
ed; who gave it as their Opinion, that the Air and 
Water of Newbern were replete. with pefifercs; 
Avimalcule, and that the ealy Way to preferve 
Health in thofe that drank it, was to boil it, which 
would volatalize the Spirit, and canfe the flimy 
Noxtiz to gravitate; or rather to mix with it a 
proper Quantity of good Jamaica, which would 
break the Cohcfion, and caule the pefliferous Ani- 
maleula to fabfide. In thort, the Puacs was dif- 
agreeable, and a xew ong melt be found. Un- 
happily for tue Province, his Exceilency the Go- 
vernos, about this Time, removed nis Refidence 
to Capge-Fear ; No Inconvenience however was tc 
arife to the Province from this Step, as the Affem- 
biies were to be held at Wi/mignton, Edenton, and 
Newbere, the two Extremes ond Micdle of the 
Province, alternately: But at the ficll Meeting of 
the Affembly at Edertes, thefe itenerant Aflemblies 
pot being likely to give Genrral Sausfaction, a Bil! 
was brougbt ie, and pafi:d into a Law, for fettling 
the Seat of Goverament at ZJewer Hill, a Place 
belonging 
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belonging to his Excellency the Governor, about 
40 Miles above Newbern, pretty pleafantly firuated, 
en 2 high Hill, aboot a Quarter of a Mile from the 
River, having ae impenetrable Morafs or Swamp 
in Front, and the River atwtost mavigable for Ca- 
noes. Bat as there was cnother Bill to have paffed 
at this Time, and have gone Hand in Land with 
it, a Bill to impower the Treafurers to receive the 
Proportion allotted to this Province, of the Parlia- 
mentary Grant to the Celonies, for their Affittance 
in carrying on the War; the Lofs and Mifcarriage 
of that Bil fo benumbed and froze up the Spirit of 
the other, that poor Tewer-Hill was megle@ed, and 
the great Ardor of the CommifSoners for building 
the City of GEORGE, quite diffipated. 

And now the Cloud that before was only feen 
at a Diitance, begin to gather chick, and the Storm 
threatened to break over our Heads $ Discosxtant 
fat on every Brow, and warm Meffages and An- 
fwers paffud berween the Governor and the Lower 
Hoale of Affembly. ft would be tedious and dif- 
agreeable to wade thro’ ali the Hes Water of thefe 
‘limes, particularly of the Afiembly of May, 1760, 
at Newbern : Ic may be (ufficient to fay, that the 
Seat of Gov. ament was totalled removed to Wil- 
mington; Aftiemblies, Courts of Chaneery snd 
Clans, were chere held; the Secretary's Office 
wes tranflaced te thar See, anda CART difs 
perched to Newbern for the Pustic Reconror. 
Now it was, that thofé who were diffitished with 
the Seat of Government at Newbern, and «ented 
it eearer tlame, law , too late, removed farther 
of; (aw it removed too Miles farther, to the 
Southern Extremity of the Province ; (aw it remov- 
ed to a fandy Dijart, to which they could not ap- 
proach, but at the Expence of their Horfes Hoof; | 

And now my Countrymen, what would Seme of 
yeu give, to have the Seat of Governmenr again 
at Newbern ? To have it in the Cencre of the Pro- 
viece, where feldom an Aflembly was held, but 
every Member that poflibly could, give his Ar- 
tendance ;*and where there never was Oceafion to 
Prorogae and Diffolve, to Diffolve and Prorozue 
again, before an Affembly could be got? Methinks 
1 hear fome of you break out, * O Newbern, 
* Newbern! When thall I again tread thy GraJj 
* Plains, and thake the Wtteungtenian Daf from 
* my Feet! When again hhali F bceache that Air, 
* and drink of that Peter, which I was once in- 
* duced to beliéve were ‘ replete with pefiiferous 
“ Animilcela!’ But enough! "tis dome; and I 
‘ am doomed to give my Attendance in a fandy 
* Defart; ta fpend whole Weeks and Meath; in a 
‘ gloomy Sourncis and Difquiewude; and how | 
‘ thall aeguit mylelf to my Conititaents, to my 
* Country, a Pe:ion in 4 continual [l-Hemoer with 

himfelf, ‘endevery Body about hias, can bell te!!.’ 

In this Situstion of Affairs, grea: Complaints 
were made ; 20d his Excellency the Gewernor vias 
plesfed to tell the People, the Fault lay at their 
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owe Doors; why did not they Adt'refs his Ma- 
jefty to fetije the Seat of Governnfant, as he could 
not pafs a Bill for that Purpafe ? Phis was done ; 
both Hoafes joined in an yumble dddrefs to hi 

Majefty, that he would be pleated to take into his 
Royal Confideration the greag Diftrefies which this 
Province laboured under, for want of a proper Place 
Eftablithed for the Seat of Government ; and that 
he would be gracioufly pleafed to Set:le the fame 
at NEWBERN ; where they would immedi- 
ately Ereét a Houfe for the Refidence of his Ma- 
jelly "s Governor, and proper Houfes and Offices far 
holding his Pajefty’s Courts. The Committee of 
Correipondence were directed to tranfmit this Ad: 
drefs to the Agent of the Province in Bhg/aza, and 
dire& him to caufe it to be prefented to his Ma- 
jelly. Let us now fee what Effc& this had. Why 
we are told by our Agent, it feems, that he had 
laid it before the proper Boards ; but that in a thort 
Time it was coolly re-delivered to him, and he di- 
re€ted to inform his Province, that thew Addrefs 
was blenticd with Matter of a different Nature, 
which was unprecedented, 2nd therefore could not 
be prefented to his Majeity ; and that they mult 
fend over Another. 

Que Anime are thefe big - faid and done ? 
Why this cool Re delivery ? Why dire& the Pro- 
vince to fend over Another? Was Téis for the 
PUBLIC GOOD? Delays breed Dangers ; 
and fince that Time, the Death of ore of his Ma- 
jelly’s Council, a Gentleman very inftrumental in 
Pafling that Addrefs, bas Aappeeed, and the V acan- 
cy filled by a Gentleman at Cape Fear. Bat what 
in the Name of Wonder, was this Matter of a /- 
ferent Nature, complained of ? Was it any other 
then c tulating his Majefly on the Glorious 
Succefs of his Arms, in the Profecution of the ju 
and neceflary War ; and to affure him of their firm 
A:tachment to his Royal Perfor, Family, and Go 
vernment, which they thould always be resdy, with 
their Lives and Fortanes, to protect anc deférd ? 
And cen it be fuppofed that the nest of Kings 
would Refufe to Settle perhaps ene of the mof 4:/ 
treffed of bis Provinces, only becaufe their Addre's 
to bim for that Purpofe {at oat with congratolacing 
him on the Svtcef: of the War? Merr Stuff! in- 
congrucus to Jultice, and ézmeful to Liberty. I fear 
we have not had rair Pray. 

And are THzse Timts to continve? No, ny 
Countrymen! His Majcity oer mof Graciocs So- 
vereign, bas faid No: A King whofe Ear is nata- 
rally tan’d te the charming Voice of Listary; 
a King who has declared from the Throne the ten- 
der Concern he feels for #// his People, hes faid 
No. Cur Grievances have soME HOW On OTHER 
reached his Royal Ear, and he has been gracioolly 
pleafed to appoint us a New Governor; ander 
whofe Adminifiration we have the Biefled Hope cf 
feeing the Settlement of the Country ; of freeing, 
that a Gentleman who may reafonably be fuppoled 
divefied 
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diwefled of all ner of Prejadice or Partizlity in 
Pavour of thisgt that Party, will fetrlein the Cen- 


tre of the Coustry,*and call the Affemblies to 3 
PeL ACE, here théy will meet him wich Cheer 
fulnefe and Alscrity.
